Although

the group showing indicated 
that fashions for fall will be a 
simpler, more direct, state­ 
ment than the bulky Big Look 
of last season. Clothes, while 
remaining full for more free­ 
dom of movement, will be cut 
closer 
to 
the body, 
with 
cleaner lines and less ostenta­ 
tion. 


There will be no gimmickry 
for fall, no excessive or­ 
namentation or wasteful use 
of fabrics. Fall’s look will be 
sure and confident, designed 
for the active, straightforward 
woman. 


Jewelry, too, will reflect the 
clean, uncluttered look of fall. 
And here, the simpje cultured 
pearl necklace will come into 
its own again. 


No more masses and mas­ 
ses of pearls. No more waist- 
long ropes. Just an unpretenti­ 
ous strand of pearls to focus 
attention on open necklines. 
The soft sensual sheen of 
pearls is perfect for the new 
fall fashions. 


Pearls are just right too for 
the 
more natural look in 
jewelry which will dominate 
the fall scene. Sparkle and 
glitter are out; more subtle 
organic forms and textures 
are in. Here, again, cultured 


pearls will reign supreme be­ 
cause they are the only jewels 
produced by a living creature 
and are plucked as lustrous as 
moonbeams from their oys­ 
ters. They are the only jewels 
which do not have to be cut 
and polished to make them 
beautiful. 


Over the past ten years, 
fashions 
in 
pearls 
have 
changed along with fashions 
in clothes, but pearls them­ 
selves have remained in fash­ 
ion with each transformation. 
In the 1960’s, the close to the 
neck pearl choker gave way 
to masses of pearl ropes. This 


look evolved into multiple 
lengths of pearls worn to­ 
gether. 


Today’s look in pearl neck­ 
laces is much simpler, yet 
more varied than in the past. 
It is a natural look which 
provides for individual ex­ 
pression, not such uniformity 
as the 8mm choker which 
every well dressed woman 
had to wear in the early 
sixties. 


Today’s 
cultured 
pearl 
necklaces come mixed with 
tiger eyes, peridots, onyx, or 
other semi-precious stones. 
They are strung along gold 


links or mounted on gold 
bands. Pearl necklace lengths 
are shorter but not tight 
around the neck. They vary 
with 
necklines, 
sometimes 
plunging into a low v-neckline, 
sometimes tucked under a 
high neckline. They are mixed 
with scarves and chains or 
worn alone in isolated eleg­ 
ance. 


Pearls no longer have to be 
big and round to be fashiona­ 
ble. They can be tiny seea 
pearls or modest 6mm pearls, 
perfectly round, rice shaped 
or baroque.

—A tunic to wear over your 
faithful old pants and skirts or 
to be worn by itself as a 
dress. 


—A sweater that works as a 
jacket or a coat. 


—A new velvet blazer to go 
out for day or evening. 


—A granny shawl to wrap 
up in on cool nights. 


—A touch of the .Orient to 
add mystery to your classics. 


Like a quilted vest, a man­ 
darin jacket, wrap skirt with 
toggle closings. 


Finally, top off your fall 
look with a soft, knit hat. Tie 
it together with a long, bulky- 
knit scarf knotted at the neck 
of your sweater. And anchor it 
all with a squashy boot in 
luggage colors, a pair of 
brown, T-strapped pumps, or 
— a look you’ll be hearing 
about even if you don’t buy it 
— the flat-heeled shoe. 


Highlight your lips and eyes 


in warm, emphatic colors, 
keep your hair style small and 
close to your head, and put on 
a happy face.

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Members Of 4-H Club Find Joy, 
Trauma In Raising Guide Pups

Melinda Hoyt loves her 4- 


m o n tlH d d 
giriden retriever, 
even tliough she knows her 
. f r o l i c k i D g friend will be 
'snatched away fr o m her in 
about a year. 


But the puppy, Darrell, is 
not really hers. The puppy , 
along with six others in the 
county, was destined from the 
moment of his birth to serve a 
special purpose—to be trained 
as a guide dog for a blind 
person. 


The seven dogs are the 
. property of Guide Dogs for 
: ^ Ihe B li^ , Inc. of San Rafael. 
, • The non-profit agency breeds 
the registered dogs—German 
shepherds and black Labra­ 
dor and golden retrievers — 
and when they reach maturi­ 
ty, carefully and rigorously 
trains them to become tlie 
“eyes” for sightless persons. 


But until they are ready for 
training, the animals must be 
cared for through their pup- 
pyhood. And this responsibili­ 
ty falls upon the shoulders of 
consenting 4-H Club mem­ 
bers. 


For about 12 months, these 
boys and girls learn to love 
the p i^ y 
it grows into 
maturity. But after a year of 
teaching, training and loving 
the dog, the dreaded letter 
arrives telling the youth to 
send his four-footed friend 
back to its original home. 


In many respects, raising a 
guide dog puppy is no differ­ 
ent from caring for any other 
puppy. The dogs must be 
housebroken, fed and taught 
simple (*edience commands. 


But there is a difference. 
Melinda and another guide 
dog puppy raiser, Noreen Up­ 
ton, both of Orange, summed 
it up in on* word: socializa­ 
tion. 
' "We have to get the puppies 
used to things they’ll be ex­ 
posed to when they’re guiding 
a blind person,” 13-year-old 
Melinda explained. 


This means, added Noreen, 
13, guardian of a golden re­ 
triever named Nola, wherever 


they go, the puppies follow. 
The dop are taken out for 
walks b heavy traffic and 
accompany the girls in the 
car—where the puppies must 
lie on the floor—on as many 
jaunts ^ d journeys as possi­ 
ble. Vacation plans always 
include the puppies. 


They also accompany the 
families to church, where 
they lie beneath the pews. 
Shopping centers are good 
places for the dogs to become 
accustomed to large numbers 
of people, as are grocery 
stores and restaurants, the 
girls said. 


For example, Melinda took 
her first guide dog puppy, 
which now is in training in 
San Rafael, into the Mormon 
Tabernacle in Salt Lake City 
for an organ recital. “ But the 
people there thought I was 
blind,” she said. The dog 
also witnessed the spouting of 
Old Faithful in Yellowstone 
National Park, “ which didn’t 
thrill her at all,” Melinda 
added. 


Occasionally, 
the 
4-H’ers 
run into difficulty when they 
travel with the puppies. Full- 
fledged seeing-eye dogs are 
allowed many places where 
the puppies are barred. Al­ 
though the pups wear bright 
green j a c k e t s identifying 
them as guide dog pup^es, 
they often aren’t allowed into 
enclosed malls and many res­ 
taurants. 


“ People don’t realize that 
we won’t take the dogs into a 
place unless we know they’ll 
behave. Hiey’re trained to be 
good around people. After all, 
that’s what they’ll have to do 
when they’re guide dogs,” 
said Mrs. Harriet Upton, an 
adult volunteer in the pro­ 
gram. 


Some establishments, such 
as Bob’s Big Boy and Mc­ 
Donalds restaurants and the 
Huntington Beach Mall have 
been cooperative with 
the 
guide dog puppy program, she 
said. 


At home, the puppies require 
a bit of special -treatment. 
They are taught to lie beneath 


the table as the family eats 
meals, and no feeding from 
the table is allowed. “Other­ 
wise, in a restaurant, the dog 
would misbehave,” Melinda 
said. 


The puppies also sleep next 
to theu- guardians’ beds—nev­ 
er on them—and are not al­ 
lowed on furniture, she added. 


The 4-H’ers raising the pup­ 
pies meet once a month to 
discuss 
common problems, 
listen to speakers and plan 
field trips to such places as 
fire stations (sirens can scare 
dogs), bus depots and shop­ 
ping centers. 


Others currently in the imxv 
gram include Karen Hof^, 14, 
and her puppy Nadada; Julie 
Johnson, 
16, 
and German 
shepherd Zoe; Susan Nunnen- 
kamp, 15, and black Labrador 
retriever Drako; Jill Pfeiler, 
14, and blade Latnrador re­ 
triever 
Vem, 
and 
Eileen 
Harle, 17, and her black La­ 
brador retriever Merideth. 


Allen Quinn, 14, recently 
sent his golden retriever Ke- 
leen, back to San Rafael for 
training. 


And that’s the hardest part 
about raising the puppies, ev­ 
eryone agrees. 


“ You try to forget about it 
while you have the dog, be­ 
cause it makes you sad if you 
think about it,” said Melinda. 
“ But then it’s time, and it 
slaps you in the face.” 


“But that really doesn’t 
help,” said Melinda. “When I 
learned that Scheele (her fhrst 
guide dog puppy) had to go 
back, I cried and cried all 
day.” 


But the dogs sometimes re­ 
turn to the 4-H’ers. If the 
canines do not pass the train­ 
ing in San Rafael, the youths 
can have the dogs back. 


“So, in a way, you hope it 
flunks,” said Noreen, whose 
family has raised four other 
pups. “But in anotlier way, 
you feel like you’ve failed if it 
does. And besides, then it 
won’t be quite as happy, be­ 
cause it’s been brought up to 
enjoy going places as a guide 
dog.”
